The reason is plain. The people are 


in favor of national defense. There is 
no man who does not want national 
defense for this country. Therefore 
whatever is proposed in the way ol 
arms is called "national defense." That 
make scvcrybody who opposes the plan 
a traitor, a star gazing idealist, who 
wants to expose his country to attack 
in the nii'iv.'e of pacifism. 


But since the new arament pro- 


gram—whatever it is to be—is propos- 
ed in th name of national defense, 
then it must be judged by the lest of 
whether it is really for national de- 
fense or for some oilier purpose. 


Navy Asks IJijjKest Boost 


It is conceded by everyone that the 


nation needs an army and a navy. At 
present it has an army of 1G5.000. The 
chief of .staff, General Craig, proposes 
that it be enlarged. But he asks only 
3000 additional men 
No one will think 


that dangerous. 


H is the navy which is asking for 


the immense increases in battleships 
and other heavy tonnage vessels, the 
'ull extent of which has only been 
whispered so far. Also wo are to have 
12,000 plans by the end of 1939. 


Now, 
if the object of the vast naval 


expansion 
is defence, 
the question 


irises—what and whom are we to de- 
fend ourselves against? And what are 
we to defend'.1 


National defense can be expanded 


to mean anything any champion of a 
vast navy wishes it to mean. It 'ni'ay 
mean the protection of the shores of 
continental United States from invas- 
ion or attack. It may mean to defend 
the continental shores plus Hawaii. 
Or it may mean to protect the Philip- 
pine Islands or it may mean that the 
nevy must be strong enough to pro- 
tect American "interests," no matter 
whore they are located, even up the 
Yanagtzc river in China. Or, upon the 
principle that the best defense is of- 
iJrise-^-to attack first—this idea of na- 
tional defense may mean a navy largo 
enough to cope successfully with any 
combination of powers anywhere in 
the world. Therefore, the tei'm' na- 
tional defense can be used to defenc 
any conceivable expansion oC our nava 
armaments. 


Before this controversy goes any fur- 


ther, the advocates of naval expansior 
might be asked anil forced by insistcn 
questioning to say just what they meat 
by the term "national defense." Un 
less they do, the whole discussion cai 
gel nowhere.

PARIS—(/P)—Paralysis of France by 


a one-day 
nationwide 
strike 
was 


threatened by widening labor support 
Monday in spite of government meas- 
ures which held military rule over the 
heads of a large section of the workers 
preparing the Wednesday walkout. 


The government announced a specia 


"mass decree" allowing the requisi- 
tioning under military supervision o: 
all public service employes—subway 
bus line, electric and gas plant work- 
ers. The delivering of requisitions to 
the nation's railway workers was pro- 
ceeding. 
-••These meajsurcs were taken us gov 
crnmenl employes' ' unions totaling 
950,000 public servants, including 520,- 
000 railroad workers, defied cabine 
orders to disregard the strike call. 


In prolesl against government de 


croc laws suspending the 40-hour worl 
week and imposing new taxes, 5,000,000 
general Confederation of Labor mem- 
bers were on call to strike. Through- 
out the country unions were approv- 
ing resolutions to walk out in a pro- 
test demonstration.

NEW ORLEANS, La.-(/P)—The board 


of directors of the New Orleans Cotton 
exchange, in its annual report issuoc 
late Monday, said the South faced1 a 
"readjustment of the first magnitude 
which vitally affects" the entire na- 
tion, if the pdesent plan of crop con- 
trol continues. 


After pointing to the unprecedented 


crop production of 1937 and the resul- 
tant record carryover, the board saic 
the Department of Agriculture esti- 
mated for the 1938-39 crop was in ex- 
cess of 12,000,000 bales. 


"Your Board of Directors feels," the 


report said, "thai if Ihe present plan 
of crop control, in all its ramifications 
is to continue, the Soulh is facing, i: 
not the greatest economic crisis since 
the Civil war, certainly a readiustmcnt 
of the mast serious magnitude which 
vitally affects, not only the cotton in- 
dustry and ita people, but the entire 
nation. 


"We are at the crossroads. Are we 


going to give up our foreign markets 
nnd plan only for dovrieslic use or are 
we to regain our world markets arid 
again take our place, as the grealst 
cotton producing country?" 


Offers "Basic Principles';, - 


The boa'rd said that, while it di'd not 


offer a solution, the answer "may be 
found" in the following "basic princi- 
ples." 
"1. As long as our cotton farmer buys 


in a protected market, and sells in 
a free market, he must be compen- 
sated in some manner to meet world j 
conditions, if he is to receive a fair1 
return for his labor. 


'2. That crop control 'm'ust be con- 


tinued until our present surplus is 
reduced to normal proportions. 


3. Farm loans which may have been 


necessary as emergency measures 
have proven that they produce no 
cures. We cannot have loans which 
create a false price level and in 
effect become purchases by the gov- 
ernment at a price above the world 
market. The cotton then goes into 
government hands instead of con- 
sumptive channels. 'Some plan must 
IM> put into operation whereby the 
farmer shall sell his cotton to any 
buyer al the world price and 
through adjusted payments receive 
for his efforts a return equal to 
what he has received in the last 
two years. 


'4. That during any year of restricted 


acreage, should the farmer face a 
disastrously short crop, he shall be 
compensated by some form of crop 
insurance. 


:'5. That as soon as possible some plan 


shall be put into effect for the 
liquidation of the surplus holdings 
of government cotloii and this cot- 
ton should be liquidated through the 
facilities of the cotton trade which 
are betler equipped to handle such 
liquidation than any new govern- 
ment agency which may be estab- 
lished for this purpose." 


Make World Price 


The report added that under a solu- 


,ion which would embody the five 
joints, American cotton would make 
he world price and not seek it. 


This is in no sense a criticism of 


Secretary Wallace and his associates," 
.he report said. "It must be reali/cd 
.hat his hands are, at times, politically 
tied, which frustrates his plans and in 
Jie end nullifies his efforts."

AMcrman Coughlin was a picturesque figure— a canny, dapper, jovial per- 


son with a flair for writing verse and a marvelous sense of political realism. 
And aUhoush it was this picturesqueness of his which made him famous, he 
wa=> a fignifieant figure in American politics— a man whose career is deeply 
towftupt've for all. students of the ins and outs of democracy. 


The ward boss is a familiar creature in our municipal life, and Coughlin 


Wgs typical of the breed. In alliance with the equally- famous "Hinky Dink" 
Ker<mu;he rilled the first ward of Chicago for decades, delivering its votes with 
monotonous regularity and battening on the time-honored mainstays of priv- 
il^ge, protection and perquisites. Naturally enough, he was execrated by the 
BTod rwople who are pained by civic corruption and misrule; yet somehow he 
r-0ld his place to the end, and the periodic waves of reform never unseated 
him.. 


For the ^reformers seldom understand the Bathhouse Johns and the Hinky 


Dinks. Usually they look on such men as the causes of corrupt government, 
whereas in reality they are the symptoms of it- And it is that ftttle fact which 
makes the career of a man like Coughlin worth study. 


The ward boss doesn't exist in a vacuum. Like all other social institutions, 


he arises because he is needed. He is the product of forces which our social 
organization sets in motion, and the only way to end the kind of government 
he represents is to change those forces. 


If we have wide slum areas, great masses of people who live forever on 


the knife edge of utter insecurity, a city government which has at its disposal 
favors -that will mean millions to the recipients, powerful interests which insist 
that that government do nothing to disturb them— if we have all of those things, 
as we have in most chips, then we have the ingredients of bad government. 
. .The, bad government which results may operate through such men as 
Bathhouse John; but such men are not the prime movers. Chicago's govern- 
ment will be no better, now that this particular boas is dead. The conditions 
which produced him have not changed. 


Through public education, through the evolution of a more just social 


system, through the raising of our standards of civic morality— in such ways 
we may eventually attain honest, efficient and impartial civic government. 
Until that day comes, we shall just have to put up with our ward bosses,

Laughter an Involuntary. Reaction Plays Large 


Part in Qtir Lives 


All sorts of books have been written 


about laughter and its significance in 
relationship to health and human wel- 
fare. Real laughter is an involuntary 
reaction like yawning or crying. Few 
people are able to give a false laugh 
the sound of reality. Certain aiiim'nls 
may mako sounds like those of hu- 
man laughter, but while animals may 
indicate enjoyment, no other animal 


but man actually laughs. 


Some physiologists hnvo claimed that 


laughter is n healthful performance 
because it depends on a series of spas- 
modic repeated contractions of all of 
the muscles involved in breathing, 
and especially of the diaphragm. The 
contraction of the muscles of the face 
that is associated with laughter is also 
•perhaps helpful—but laughter docs not 


always yield a pleasant appearance 


Children laugh -nrore frequently than 


adults probably because they have not 
yet had the experience that is associat- 
ed with adult years. Perhaps by the 
tithe we arc older, there is too inuch 
of sadness in our memories to encour- 
age Inughter. 


In general, laughter has been found 


to be a most healthful phenomenon. 
Most of the proverbs associated with 
laughter indicate that point of view: 
For example, laugh and grow fat; laugh 
nncl.be well, and similar phrases. There 
are, however, certain diseases in which 
laughter may be excessive, uncontroll- 
able nud actually indicate tile pres- 
•once of mental disease. 


There seem to be some diforfences 


of opinion as to just what time of life 
the baby first laughs, Even tiny ba- 
bies seem to smile, which ViVosl scien- 
tists are convinced is not actually 
laughter but merely an expression of 


some'internal mechanism perhaps as- 
sociated with "gas on the stomach." 
Real laughter apparently appears first 
in babies after they ore one month 
old and In many babies• much Inter. 


Laughter' is usually not associated 


with any harmful reaction except that 
occasionally it may be followed by hic- 
cups duo to the stimulation of the 
diaphragm. Occasionally, also, when 
Inughter is excessive, it may be nsso- 
clated with a sudden revulsion of the 
sto'iu'nch or contraction of the dia- 
phragm resulting In vomiting. 


It is, of course, also known that ex- 


cessive laughter may destroy the con- 
trol of the baby over the nervous and 
muscular mechanism associated with 
bodily exretipss so that children may 
occasionally soi Hhemsolves following 
excessive laughter For this reason, it 
is well to avoid stimulation of exces- 
sive laughter by tickling or other 
means of stimulation. 


The complete absence of laughter in 


a child is probably to be associated 
with a qonditlon of ill - health.' If a 
child fails to laugh with a fair amount 
of frequency by the lime ithris reached 
two or three ',r.onth<t of ago. somb ox- 
Irnnenus cause must be sought for this 
failure.

HENEVER snapshooters get to- 
gether, the season is ripe then 


for a snapshot party. Such a party is 
a splendid entertainment idea — 
whether its intention is serious pic- 
ture-taking or just plain snapshot 
fun. 


The' party can take two forms. 


Guests can be sent out on a "picture- 
hunt"—each one assigned to bring 
back snapshots of a certain type. Or, 
a room can be fitted up with a few 
photo lights at the host's home, and 
each, guest given a picture idea to 
illustrate. 


Guests should be (old to bring 


their cameras, loaded with suitable 
film. Since most parties will be held 
at night, the preferred fllrn is one 
ot the new high speed "super" 
type. The host should also obtain 
a few simple exposure guides, to as- 
sist guests who have not had much 
experience in taking uight pictures. 


For a picture hunt, one guest can 


be assigned to picture street scenes; 
onotner can picture flhop wiudowa, 
and another can take snaps of else' 
trie signs. Brightly-lighted subjects 
without movement should be choseo, 


since outdoors at uight short time 
exposures will bo necessary with 
most cameras. Though if any of the 
guests have ultra-fast-leus cameras, 
give them stiffer assignments. 


For an "at home" party, a list of 


picture-titles should be prepared. 
Humorous titles or assignments 
ore preferable, and guests can serve 
as models for each picture. One per- 
son could be assigned to picture a 
characterization of Napoleon. An- 
other could picture an Indian climb- 
ing a mountain, and a third might 
be told to portray a dachshund view- 
ing a skyscraper. The more outland- 
ish the titles, tbe more room they 
leave for the picture-taker's imagi- 
nation—and the more fun he will 
have arranging his picture. 


Properly, snapshot parties should 


be planned- as a series—each mem- 
ber of a group holding one.

Snnger's Story ol Birth Control 


It was hard-earned'life along the 


mill-town flats of Corning, N.Y., thaat 
started 
Margaret Higgins thinking. 


She realized that her mother had 
died prematurely Uecnuse of a large 
family. Margaret, daughter of a fight- 
ing Irish father, used to look up on 
the hills and observe the wide green 
yards of the better homes where only 
a few children played. When she was 
old enough she contrasted this* with 
the hurly bvirly of her own neighbor- 
hood. 


Then Margaret went to New York 


and as a trained nurse plunged into 
her duties in the heart of the shun 
sections. It was not long before she 
vowed to do sometthing for suffering 
humanity. She seized on the ideas of 
birth control and so enlisted for one 
of the great struggles of our times. 


That struggle, the story of her life 


and of her final triumph, is told in 
one of the most important non-fict- 
ion works of tho year, "Margaret 
Sanger, an Autobiography" (Norton: 
$3.50). To read it is to understand 
the full implications of the sweeping 
movements which she has launched 
around the world. 


Margaret Sanger is the mother of 


three children, two of them doctors 
today. Her own married life was idy-, 
Hie. She saw a challenge to make 
life worthwhile for others. To achieve 
her goal she suffered arrest, calumny 
and battle for mOre than two decades 
until at last the American Medical 
Association last year asserted that 
physcians did have the right to give 
birth control advice. —P.G.F.

KOKADJO, Mo.—A spectacle, which 


so far as in known, has never been wit- 
nessed by H white man, look place re- 
cently in the wilderness that sprawls

and died in the battle.

Ed Lowell, gn'ir.e warden, and Rny 


O'Donnell, a guide, found the remains' 
of the warriors on n bloody and biidly I 
lorn battle ground. They found thy ] 
huge heads pressed lightly togcththor 
with Ihe anllers so tightly locked that 
four men, were unable to pry, pull, or 
pound Ihem apart. 


This is the first time Hint such a 


discovery has boon made in Maine's 
15,000,000 acres of forest land for many 


I years. 


Although dead only three days at the 


j most, nothing remained of the animals 
; but the bends, hides, and legs. 


Nearly all of Ihe flesh and bones had 


been devoured or dragged away by 


i bears, bobcats, foxes, hawks, owls, and 


other furred and feathered, predators 


i of the big woods.

The death struggle was apparently 


j brought about by the call of a cow 


f moose that echoed through the forest 
,' 
and instead of attracting only one bull,

brought two.

Old Indians who have witnessed 


death battles between bull moose say 
they are Ihe most horrible and sick- 
ening spectacles imaginable. 


The female seeking n ninte lifts its 


huge antlerless head and ullers n long, 


P raspy cry. 


"A bull within hearing will answer the 


call with a deep bellowing followed 
by n series of loud grunts. 


The cow, holding its position, con- 


tinues lo call, and the bull, answering 
at intervals, n.'oves rapidly through the 
wooded hills. The calling continues 
until the animals are united. 


Frcquntly the call of the cow moose 


is heard by two bulls. This usually 
menus trouble . . . results in n fierce 
conflict in which at least one of the 
animals and .sometimes both, are kill- 
ed. 


Arriving at the spot where the cow 


is waiting, the bulls, seeing each other 
for the first time, become enraged. 
Snorting and grunting angrily, the 
ginnls immediately prepare lo fight.

I have ever noticed so late in the year,"

Running of deer with dogs in the 


Sylamore district will be prohibited 
under a new edict this season. Sports- 
men here blame such hunting in the 
past for scattering the herds. Under the 
new regulation, the huntsmen can 
either go "still hunting" alone or em- 
ploye other men to do the driving for 
him and try for his kill at a stand in 
some low gap.
